St. Mark’s Cemetery may 
belong to the church, but to 
many, it’s a public place 
that provides a perfect 
pathway from the water¬ 
front to downtown 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

But since the wind storm 
two weeks ago that brought 
down several trees, the 
cemetery has become diffi¬ 
cult for foot traffic to navi¬ 
gate. 

Ten tall white pines have 
come down, blanketing the 
historic cemetery and 
many of its stones with tree 
trunks, branches big and 
small, and a carpet of pine 
needles. 

It’s difficult to assess 
damage to the headstones, 
says Rev. Bob Wright, until 
the debris concealing them 
has been cleaned up. 

The church has contact¬ 
ed a tree service, but must 
wait its turn on a priori¬ 
tized list of properties that 
fell victim to the wind that 
swept through town at 
speeds of more than 100 
kilometres an hour.

They were all blown 
away from the church, 
toward Ricardo Street, so 
although a section of a new 
fence is damaged, the his¬ 
toric church was not. 

Neither was the oldest 
headstone, that of 
Elizabeth Kerr, who was 
buried in 1784. The marker 
escaped harm from a 
downed tree for the second 
time—in the downburst of 
May 2000, a tree came 
down right between it and 
a neighbouring stone, says 
Donald Combe, a church 
member and author of a 
book about the cemetery. 

This time, the largest tree 
to fall lay mere feet away, 
leaving the Kerr stone 
again unscathed. 

In recent years, on the 
advice from an arborist, 
about 60 new native trees 
have been planted to 
replace the older ones that 
wUl eventually succumb to 
age. None of the new trees 
were damaged—they seem 
to be thriving. The largest 
evergreens were the most 
vulnerable, given the time 


of year when the ground 
was wet and the trees 
themselves full of mois¬ 
ture, says Combe. 

“It’s extremely sad to see. 
These white pines are such 
a trademark of the ceme¬ 
tery, and they’ve been dec¬ 
imated.” 

“We don’t know what it 
will cost to have this 
cleaned up," said Rev. 
Wright. 

“It’s not going to be 
cheap, but it has to be 

He suggested it would be 
an ideal time for anyone 
who might be thinking 
about a living memorial- 
more trees will be planted 
to replace those that were 
lost, hopefully more white 

They are hoping the 
stones underneath will be 
intact, but if there is repair 
work to be done, local his¬ 
torian Chris Allen will like¬ 
ly be the one to fix them— 
he does it out of love for the 
community and its her¬ 
itage, says Combe. 

The town is still in the 
process of cleaning up its 
public parks, says parks 
foreman J.B. Hopkins. 


The five trees down in 
Simcoe Park have been 
removed, except for their 
stumps. 

Parks staff had to carry 
the debris by hand to 
trucks on the paved path 


and nearby streets, 
because the ground was 
too wet to get closer, he 

A very determined and 
focused group of staff 
worked hard to get the bulk 


of the work done, he said. 
“It was so wet that it was a 
challenge to get it done. 
Staff were soaked in sweat 
as they carried branches, 
large and small, to trucks 
by hand. It was extremely 


hard work, but they got it 

There were also six trees 
down in the Virgil Sports 
Park, but in town parks— 
separate from road 
allowances, handled by the 
public works depart¬ 
ment— “we were fortunate 
compared to what I’ve 
seen elsewhere,” said 
Hopkins. 

He is waiting for an 
arborist's opinion on some 
trees that were damaged 
but have not come down- 
more may have to be 
removed. 

For each tree that was 
brought down by the wind 
or damaged to the extent 
that it had to be cut down, 
a new tree will be planted 
out of the town’s tree 
replacement budget. 

A program of tree 
replacement in Simcoe 
Park was started years ago, 
and those trees, like the 
new ones at the church,

Get your planters ready, 
making sure you have good 
drainage in the bottom. I 
use styrofoam peanuts now 
instead of clay pieces - they 
are much lighter and I need 
all the help I can get. The 
UPS store sells bags of them. 

So plenty of compost, 
some of the potting mix with 
water-retaining crystals to 
help in dry spells, then go 
wild with bright new

colours. 

Remember the three 
basics - the thriller, the filler, 
and the spiller, then place 
flat stones on the spaces. 

They do a good job as 
solar heaters at the begin¬ 
ning when your plants need 
it warmth, and help hold the 
moisture underneath in the 
hot weather. 

To cut down on work and 
still keep my plants happy I 
use time-release fertilizer - 
it means a lot less stress (on 
me, not the plants). 

The recent erratic weath¬ 
er could mean some not-so- 
good surprises on the 
weather front, so keep an 
ear to the forecast and be 
ready to cover up new 
plants or to bring planters 
inside, just in case.

New program at public library will involve reading, discussing biographies 


Monthly study 
and discussion 
group will bring 
historical figures to 
life for those who 
participate. 

There are lots of exciting 
things happening at the 
NOTL Public Library this 
spring, which will carry on 
into the summer months 
with the children’s pro¬ 
grams, as well as into the fall 
with programs for patrons 
of all ages.

what I want to tell readers 
about is a new adult pro¬ 
gram that is starting on 
Wednesday, June 15 at 3 
p.m. Called Famous and 
Infamous, the program will 
be a one-hour monthly 


study and discussion group 
that will bring historical fig¬ 
ures to life. 

For example, the group 
might decide to study the 
lives of such figures as Col. 
John Butler, Charles 
Darwin, A1 Capone, Karl 
Marx, Walt Disney or Terry 
Fox. 

However, which candidate 
is discussed each month 
will be chosen in advance 
by the group itself. 

The idea for the program 
comes from former Niagara 
Historical Society director 
David Murray, who will 
chair the first session on 
Mitch Hepburn, an Ontario 


Liberal premier from 1934 
to 1942. 

As Murray wrote in a sum¬ 
mary of the program: 

“It is hoped that each ses¬ 
sion will be chaired by a dif¬ 
ferent person. That person 
will give a brief (say, 10 min¬ 
utes) verbal biography of 
that month’s candidate. 

“All attending will then be 
invited to give their percep¬ 
tions of the candidate, what 
may have influenced their 
lives, their place in history, 
what may have changed 
their lives, the fairness or 
otherwise of history’s treat¬ 
ment of the individual." 

The sessions will be inter¬ 


active and members will 
discuss and debate for most 
of the scheduled hour or as 
long as the chair has the 
group’s interest 

If a good discussion is 
going, it can continue until 
everyone has had their say. 

I am excited about this 
program because it is a dif¬ 
ferent community use of the 
collection and facility. Each 
month, the library will 
organize and display mate¬ 
rials and books in the 
Rotary Room during the 
discussion related to the 
famous or infamous person 
to be presented the follow¬ 
ing month. 


Then, after each session 
finishes, the next month’s 
materials and books will be 
moved to a display in the 
main library - a process that 
will continue each month. 

Although the program is 
open to everyone, and there 
is no cost to attend, advance 
registration is necessary 
because space is limited.

This closed the door 
on the private member’s 
bill put forth by NDP edu¬ 
cation critic Rosario 
Marchese. The most 
remarkable thing was the 
vote was 10 to 22, meaning 
a paltry 32 members of 
provincial parliament 
were present to make their 
opinion known. 


We applaud our local 
MPP, Kim Craitor who 
broke ranks with his 
Liberal representatives 
and supported the bill. 
The Liberal party position 
appears to be that expan¬ 
sion of the role of the 
ombudsman is not neces¬ 
sary, even though the 
ombudsman himself rec¬ 
ommends it. 

However, there is a 
provincial election this 


fall. Herein lays the oppor¬ 
tunity for a door to open. 

You may believe the 
public school boards, hos¬ 
pitals, long term care facil¬ 
ities, children’s aid soci¬ 
eties, universities and 
police review boards have 
enough checks and bal¬ 
ances as they are.

Road, and that is now used to 
store donated items between 
shipping. 

The machines needed to be 
serviced, and Bogusat left 
them outside for about an 
hour and a half mid-day 
Monday, planning to load 
them on to his truck to take 


home to be repaired. 

When he returned to pick 
them up, they were gone. 

“Virgil is always so good. 
You don’t expect anything like 
this to happen in Virgil,” he 
said. 

“I hope whoever took them 
will bring them back. It would¬ 
n't matter if they were for me, 
but these were for Haiti.” 

The association of volun¬ 
teers has been shipping goods 
to Haiti since 2005—first a 20- 
foot container, and then 
another, until they realized it 
would cost little to increase it 
to a 40-foot container, with no 
problem filling it with items 
donated by parishioners of 
local Lutheran churches and 
shipped with financial dona¬ 
tions from churches across 
Canada. 

In recent years, there was so 
much collected and such need 
in Haiti, aid was increased to 
two annual shipments.

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Farmers’ Market hopes to grow 


Hands of friendship 
from the town have been 
extended to help The 
Farmers’ Market @ The 
Village. 

Adam Hawley, mem¬ 
ber of the Niven Road 
Farmer’s Market Steering 
Committee, recently 
asked council for help 
with a grant the market is 
seeking from the 
province. 

The farmers’ market

range of agencies. 

"I would like to share 
some information with 
council, despite the fact that 
it wasn’t passed. I think it 
will be an election issue. I 
think there is a great public 
appetite for more trans¬ 
parency, whether it’s in 
health care, education or 
other areas." 

Rosario Marchese, the 
Ontario NDP’s critic of edu¬ 
cation, also added the office 
of police review, which deals 
with accusations of police 
misconduct, to his bill to 
give ombudsman Andre 
Marin the ability to investi¬ 
gate school boards, hospi¬ 
tals, long-term care facilities 
and children’s aid societies. 

MPP Kim Craitor was the 
only Liberal representative 
to vote for the bill, recogniz¬ 
ing how important it was to 
locals who are frustrated 
with the lack of transparency 
and accountability of the 
District School Board of 
Niagara. 

“I have great respect for 
Kim Craitor,” said King. 

"He listened carefully to 
our community through the 
high school dispute and our 
challenge with the school 
board and the province. He 
has been consistent on the 
issues of transparency and 
accountability.” 

The bill, if it had passed, 
would have allowed mem¬ 


bers of the public with con¬ 
cerns over any of those agen¬ 
cies to go straight to the 
ombudsman—in the case of 
the Friends of NDSS, that 
could have been their first 
stop, rather than the expen¬ 
sive avenue of appealing 
through the court and asking 
for ministry intervention, 
said King. 

NOTL residents and high 
school supporters Paolo 
Miele and Phil Leboudec 
were in the legislature for the 
discussion Thursday, and 
were disappointed that 
despite strong support for 
the bill from several agen¬ 
cies, the Liberals backed 
away from it, saying there are 
already complaint processes 
for the public to follow. 

With the bill dead in the 
water, the only recourse left, 
say those in town who hope 
to put focus on school board 
issues, is to make ombuds¬ 
man oversight an election 
debate and elicit support 
from local candidates. 

“There is government 
oversight already, but not 
independent oversight, and 
although there are avenues 
for complaint, there often 
isn’t resolution. The 
ombudsman is about inde¬ 
pendence,” said Leboudec. 

"He would look not only to 
see that rules are enforced, 
but whether the rules in 
place are just.”

There have been several 
successful fundraisers in 
recent weeks for Hoadley, a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake father 
and grandfather who has 
been battling an aggressive 
brain tumor for more than a

Part of the money will be 
spent on new equipment 
for sparkling wines, which 
Diamond now outsources. 

The expansion is expect¬ 
ed to create 38 new jobs, as 
well as increasing the mar¬ 
ket for local grapes. 

“The ministry under¬ 
stands how important the 
wine industry is to the 
province of Ontario,” said 
Mitchell, who admitted to 
having sampled the product 
and found it to be of excel¬ 
lent quality. 

‘I’m pleased to serve 
Diamond wine to my 
guests, because it’s grown 
and processed here in 
Ontario." 

The investment, said 
MPP Kim Craitor, will help 


ensure Ontario grapes are 
bottled and not dumped on 
the ground. 

“Our government’s sup¬ 
port for this project is creat¬ 
ing new jobs in the Niagara 
greenbelt and growing the 
market for local farmers. It’s 
also strengthening our local 
economy and creating new 
short, medium and long¬ 
term opportunities for fam¬ 
ilies here in NOTL.” 

The investment is expect¬ 
ed to generate $9 million in 
new revenue for Diamond, 
including an opportunity to 
sell sparkling fruit wines to 
grocery chains. 

“These are challenging 
times, and also opportunis¬ 
tic times” for companies 
such as Diamond which 
aggressively go after new 
markets,” said Murray 
Marshall, president and 


CEO of Diamond. 

The company began with 
seven employees purchas¬ 
ing 46 tonnes of grapes, and 
this year will process 3,000 
tonnes of grapes and pro¬ 
duce 200,000 cases of wine. 

The strength of its com¬ 
pany is in branding, 
Marshall said, which 
includes the Dan Aykroyd, 
EastDell and Lakeview 
Cellars labels, in addition to 
20 Bees and others.

Since launching on April 18, Quebecor Media Inc. has concluded agreements with a number 
of cable and satellite providers to offer Sun News to millions of Canadians.
